Held up by three youthful highway­ 


men at the point of a knife and or­ 


dered to hand over his cash, Frank 


Keil, a farmer residing in Smith’s cou­ 


lee, a few miles east of the city, fought 


for the possession of a wallet con­ 


taining over $200 and other valuables 
while on his way home from the city 
last 
evening. 
The assault 
and at­ 
tempted robbery 
occurred 
between 
Schroeder's Springs and the abattoir 
on the road to W est Salem about 6 
o’clock last evening. 
In the battle with the robbers, a 
desperate hand to hand conflict, Keil 
knocked one from the wagon, at which 
the remaining two jumped out hur­ 
rying to the assistance of their com­ 
rade. 
They disappeared with him in 
a moment. 
Keil suffered three dan­ 
gerous wounds from the knife, a gash 
in the face, another on the ear and a 
third on the top of his head. 
The 
knife of the highwayman cut entirely 
through his hat and almost inflicted a 
mortal wound. 
Keil was on his way from La Crosse 
where he had disposed of a load of 
hay and collected for several tons de­ 
livered during the fall and summer. 
In all he had a sum of money over 
$200. 
Heil is in the habit of carrying 
a large roll, of which fact the robbers 
probably were aware. 
When passing Schroeder's Springs, 
the three bandits jumped from behind 
the icehouse, near the road. and board­ 
ed the w a g o n . 
Keil thought nothing 
of the performance, believing they de­ 
sired a ride. 
W hen one of the ban­ 
dits grasped him by the arm and or­ 
dered him to hand over his money 
and other valuables, resistance was 
encountered. 
A second robber show­ 
ed an ugly knife with a long blade. 
Soon the four were in desperate en­ 
counter. 
Keil 
was handicapped by 
holding tho reins which governed his 
team. 
Not once during the battle did 
he allow the horses to gain control. 
During the melee he received three 
stabs. 
One was the cut in the face, a 
gash in which one might have put his 
hand. 
The second cut an ear in two 
while the third plunged through his 
hat and cut the scalp. 
The attentions of the farmer were 
directed to the robber with the knife. 
One fairly directed blow, carrying be­ 
hind it tremendous force, sufficed to 
topple the youthful bandit from the 
wagon. 
He fell into the road and 
almost was iHin over by the vehicle. 
At the sight of their companion in­ 
jured, the remaining 
two 
robbers 
jumped from the wagon and ran to i 
his assistance. 
Picking up their al­ 
most prostrate comrade, they carried 
him across the fields, disappearing in 
the thick woods 
which 
lined 
the I 
meadow. 
Keil. once safe and his money in­ 
tact, hurried home at a good clip of 
speed. 
He thought the knife wounds 
only scratches and made no effort to 
attend to them. 
Mrs. Keil and son at once saw the 
seriousness of the wounds when he 
arrived home. 
The team was not un­ 
hitched. but started 
back 
for 
La 
Crosse at once, to give the 
victim 
medical attention. 
Keil was taken to 
the office of Dr. Herman E. Wolf. 
203 South Fourth street, where the 
three ugly wounds and minor small 
ones were dressed. 
Later he return-

M ajor-General W illiam Rufus Shaf­ 
ter, U. S. A., retired, was 
born 
at 
G alesburg, M idi., Oct. 16, 1835. 
His 


early youth was spent on a farm and 
his only education was such as was 
afforded by the district schools. 
He 
was a diligent student, however, and 
improved his spare time b y reading 
all books that came his way. 
H e was 
teaching school when the war broke 
out in 1861, and gave up his position 
to becom e first lieutenant iii the 7th 
Michigan Infantry. He served through 
the entire war and at the close was 
brevetted brigadier- general for g al­ 
lant service. 
T w o years after he was 
mustered out of the volunteer service 
he entered the regular arm y as lieu- 
tenant-colonel. 
O n March 2, 1867, he 
was brevetted colonel and given the 
congressional medal of honor for gal­ 
lant service at the battle of Fair Oaks, 
Va. 
Th e years after the war were 
spent in service m ostly at the arm y 
posts on the frontier. 
At the out­ 
break of the war with Spain General 
Shafter was in charge of the depart­ 
ment of California. 
In May, 1898, he 
was made m ajor-general of the volun­ 
teers and was sent to Cuba, where lie 
comm anded 
the 
military 
operations 
that ended in the capitulation of Gen. 
Linares’ arm y and the surrender of 
Santiago de Cuba. 
Upon returning 
to the United States General Shafter 
comm anded the departments of Cali­ 
fornia and Columbia until his retire­ 
ment from active service June 30, 1901. 
Since that date he has made his home 
at Bakersville, Cal.

T h e. scheme has been submitted 
to President Van l l ise who in turn 
called Dean Turneaure, of the school 
of engineering, and 
Prof. 
Burgess. 
head of the electrical engineering de­ 
partment. into consultation. 


If a favorable report is made to the 
regents of the univeristy a new course 
probably will be added to the curri­ 
culum of the engineering school. The 
free alcohol bill will go into effect 
on Jan. I, 11)07, -o the establishment 
of the school is desired at once.

An effort will be made at the meet­ 
ing of the American Railway associa­ 
tion. which will begin in Chicago on 
Oct. gg, to secure the 
adoption 
of 
measures 
which 
will 
put 
railway 
“leeches’’ out of business, and 
will 
impose such heavy penalties on “car 
thieves’’ as to make it profitable for 
them to quit their evil ways. 
A “car 
tlicif’ is a railroad which gets pos­ 
session of cars belonging to other 
roads, runs them away, and uses them 
for its own purposes, regardless of 
the wishes of the owners. 
A “railway 
leech” i- a road which 
persistently 
refuses to purchase as much equip­ 
ment as it needs, and depends 
for 
handling 
its 
traffic 
upon 
securing 
enough cars from other lines at a per 
diem rate which is unprofitable to the 
owners.” 
At present each road i- charged 25 
cents per day for the tir>t thirty days 
during wHch it uses a freight car be­ 
longing to another line. 
Experience 
has shown that this per diem is unpro­ 
fitable for the road owning the car 
and is insufficient to hasten its return 
by a line which may be making $4 or 
S5 clear a day upon it. 
l'lie roads which have been depend­ 
ing upon others to provide them with

eight hour law, compensation to e m ­ 
ployes in case of injuries, scientific 
and practical removal of the causes 
of 
tuberculosis, 
the 
creation 
and 
maintenance by the state of a free 
trade school in Milwaukee, and the 
abolishment of the pow er of office­ 
holders to mingle in political contests. 
Im provem ents of the condition of 
the unions in La Crosse and various 
parts of the state are also c o n tem p ­ 
lated. 
Those in Beloit will receive 
especial attention, as they are weak, 
estimates the corn crop at 2,700.000,- 
000 bushels and the wheat crop at 
800.000,000 bushels, with other grains 
in proportion.
